INCOME TAX,

The followiue is the new income tax, which
is bxed ul o uniform rate, and goes into effect
March 1, 1867, The tax on wncomes for 1804 s
to be levied the day this act goes \nto eteet,
Income from gajus, profits from proporiy,
rent, Interest, dividends, or ealuriss trom any
profession, trade, or any employment, & fax on
the amonnt so derived over one thousand dol-
lars, ot & per cent,

Aud in additton to ome thous=and dollars
exempt frem income tax, sall nationsl, State,
county, and munioipal taxes paid within tne
yoar shall be deducted from the galoe, profits,
or income of the person who has actunlly pard
the same, whether such person bo owner, ten-
ant, or mortgagor; lossea actually sustsined
during the year arlsivg from fires, shipwreck, or
meurred in trade, and dehts ascertamned to be
worthless, but excluding all estimated deprecine
tion of values and lossps within the year on
sules of renl estate purchased Lwo years previous
to the year for which income I estimated: the
amount sctually palt for labor or interest
by any person who rents lands or hires
labor to cullivate land, or who conducls any
other business from which inocome 15 sctaaslly
derived: the nmount aotually patd by any per
#son for the rent of the honge or premises occu-
pied aé a residence for himdel! or bhis family;
the amount paid oot for vsual or ordinary
repairs: Provided, That no deduction shall be
mile tor any amount paid ont for new buildings,
permanent improvements, or betterments, made
to ivcresse the value of any property or esiute:
And provided further, That only one deducvon
of one thovsand dollars shall be made irom
the apgiegate income of all the members
ol any lumily, composed of one or both
purents snd one or wmore minor children,
or hushand and wife; that guardiaos shul
be allowed 1o make such dedoction in
fuvor of each and every ward, except thatin
cnee where two or more wards are comprised in
ome family, and have {o!ut pm]w,'rt%1 nierest,
ouly one deduction shall be made fu their favor:
And provided further, That in cuses where the
salary or other compensstion paid to any person
in the employment or service of the United
States shall not exceed the rate of one thonsand
dollars per annum, or shill be by fees, or uncer-
tuin or frregolar in the awount or in the time
during which the same shall bave acorued or been
earned, such salary or other compensation shall
be included in estimating the annua! galos,
profits, orimecomeol the person to whom the snme
shall have been paid, In cstimating the gainsg,

rofits, and income of auny person, there shnall
w included all income derived from interest
upon netes, bonds, and other securities of the
Unlted Statea; profits realized within the yoar
from sales of real eptate purchased within the
year or within two years previous to the year for
which meowe is estimated: Interest received or
snccrued upon all notes, bonds, and mortgages,
or other forms ol indebtedness bearing interesy,
whether paid or not, 11 good and collectable,
less interest which has become due from said
perion durlug the year: the amount of nll pre-
miumwson gold and coupons; the amoant of
snles on live stock, suenr, wool, butter, cheess,
pork, beef, mutton, or other meats, hay and
graln. or other vegetable or other produetions

eing the growin or produce of the estate of
such persous, not including any part thereof
consumed directly by the family; all
other galns, profite, and income derived from
any source whatever; except the renwal value
of any howestead used or occupied by any per
son or by his family in his own right or inthe
right of his wife ; and the share of any prrson
of the pains and profits of all companies
whether iucorporated or partonership, who woult
be entitled to tae same it divided, whether
divided or otherwise, except the amonnt of in-
come recelved from institutions or corporations
whose oflicers, as required by law, withhold a
per centum of the dividends made by such in-
atitutions, and pay the same to officers autho-
rized 10 receive the same; and except that por-
tion of the sulary or pay received for services in
the eivil, military, naval or sther serviee ol the
United States, including Seuntors, Represcota-
tives, and Delegates in Congress, from which
the tax has been dedoeted.

The administrative sections of the new act
relate almost entirely to the collection of the
tax on distilled spirvits, It provides that here-
atter “all distilled spirite, before being removed
from the distillery, ghall be jnspected and
gunged biu genernl inspeetor of spirits, who
shiall mark the barrels or packages 1n the man-
ner required by law, and s0 much of the sact
aupproved July 13, 1866, ns requires the appoint-
ment of an inspector for each distillery esta-
blished according to law, ls repealed. It is

rovided that such other duties ug have heroto-
ore been imposed upon inspectors of distille-
ries, may be performed by such other doly ap-
pointed officers s may be designated by the
Commissioner of Internal Revenue,."

A Nuw Progess,—A new process for cledning
the fgades of public buildings and dwelling-
houses ig upder experiment in Paris. A steam
engine supplies pipes of gutta-percha with a
comstant stream of vapor, These are applied
to the stone or brick surface of buildings, one
man directing the steam jet and the other
using a brusli, The building, after the appli-
cation of this aystem, looks as clean and new
n& when erected.

THE YELLOW-BOORK—FRENCH FOREIGN POLICY,
Fuavia (February 16) Telegram London Times.

We
advised the Porte to adopt resolutions in a
denze favorable to the Clristian popula-
tions.  We should be happy if the Porte ware

toaccede to our advice. The Cretan ques-
tion still exists unsolved. In presence of
the commotion which has  been oreated

in the Enst and the sympathies which have
been awakened in all Europe, will the combi-
nntions which were at first desmed snfficient
be found =o still?  The Ottoman Government
ghould form no fallacions Mugions. It must
realize the serionsness of the existing state of
things, and must not hesitate at such sacrifices
48 may preserve it from the periodical return
of similar exciternent.

With regard to Germany, the Yellow Book
BAVE:—

“Pmssia has definitively attached North
Germany to herself by the last war. Sonthern
Goermany has preserved its absolute right to
decide what relations it shall yuaintain with
the Northern Confederation. Austrin no
lomger fortug part of Germany or Italy."

The Yellow-book also recnlls the fact that
Prussia has promised to consult the wishes of
the inbabitants of Northern Schleswig with
regard to their fature position,
